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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council* 

Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  I 
herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council 
for  the  year  1953. 

From  the  general  body  of  the  Report  I  have  abstracted  several  items 
for  your  attention. 

(i)  Decrease  in  the  population  from  8,820  to  8,800. 

(ii)  Decrease  in  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  from 
146  to  113  (164  in  1956). 

(iii) Number  of  deaths  from  Malignant  Diseases  of  the  Lungs  and  Bronchus 
is  the  same  as  in  1957  ~  namely  3  (3  in  1956)* 

(iv)  Number  of  deaths  frem  Coronary  Diseases  is  the  same  as  in  1957  - 
namely  13  (l8  in  1956). 

Whilst  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  figures  in  (i)  and  (ii)  and 
whilst  the  figures  in  categories  (iii)  and  (iv)  remain  stationary  and  no 
cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  general  picture 
may  be  said  to  be  more  or  less  satisf actory.  There  is,  however,  one 
cause  of  death  which  has  increased  1 00%  -  namely  deaths  caused  by  motor 
vehicle  accidents.  In  1956  two  persons  were  killed,  in  1957  two  persons 
were  killed  and  in  1958  four  persons  we  re  killed.  This  seems  to  be  in 
keeping  with  the  general  picture  throughout  the  country. 

It  should  be  noted  that  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during 
the  year,  which  result  may  probably  be  due  to  the  intensive  vaccination 
against  this  disease  which  has  been  in  operation  throughout  the  area  for 
some  time  past. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  help  and  co-operation  which  I 
received  frem  them  during  the  year.

Population . 

The  population  of  the  area  in  1  958  was  8,800  which  is  a  decrease 
of  20  (1957  -  8,820). 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  in  the  area  for  1958  amounted  to  118, 
which  is  an  increase  of  18  on  the  figure  for  1957*  This  gives  a  live 
birth  rate  figure  of  13#4«  The  figure  for  EngLand  and  Wales  being  16.4* 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes,  (including  inward 
transferable  deaths)  in  the  area  totalled  113*  This  is  a  decrease  of 
33  from  the  figure  for  1957  and  gives  a  death  rate  for  the  area  of 
12.8.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  11.7*  The  number  of 
Stone  inhabitants  who  died  during  the  year  totalled  74#  which  gives 
a  death  rate  of  8.4  (adjusted  figure  =  5«&). 

Infant  Deaths. 

Only  1  death  occurred  during  the  year  in  infants  under  1  year  old 
and  no  deaths  in  children  under  4  weeks  old.  (1957  figures  were 
respectively  6  and  3) •

No  action  under  this  Act  was  taken  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  seemed  to  be  well  observed  by  shopkeepers. 

All  food  shops  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

N  tifiable  and  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  10.  (The  figure  for  1957  was  50).  Table  IV  gives  the 
complete  list  for  the  year  (excluding  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis).

As  a  result  of  constant  supervision  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  \7orks, 
it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  the  standard  of  the  effluent  discharged. 

2.  Drainage. 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued 
in  connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  system  and  also 
of  new  work. 

3*  Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks, 

There  are  now  11  houses  with  pail  closets  and  23  houses  with  septio 
tanks  in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  inaintained. 

4*  Water  Supply. 

The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply 
for  the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  Reports  on  samples  taken  are  regularly  submitted  by  the 
Board. 


9  visits  were  made  to  pi's  mis  os  in  connection  with  water  supply. 

New  supplies  during  1958  -  3 2  new  houses  or  bungalows  were  connected 
to  the  mains. 
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5.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 


Two  vehicles  are  now  operated  on  this  service  and  a  weekly 
collection  is  maintained. 

The  second  area  of  land  to  be  reclaimed  by  refuse  tipping  at 
Vfestb ridge  Park  has  now  been  filled  up  and  preliminary  levelling  by 
bulldozer  and  scraper  carried  out.  This  area  is  now  ready  for 
conversion  to  further  playing  fields. 

A  new  refuse  tip  was  brought  into  use  at  Abbey  Street,  but  this 
land  is  only  suitable  for  winter  use.  It  will  be  necessary  to  acquire 
further  land  in  the  district  for  refuse  disposal  as  the  present 
facilities  are  very  limited.  Some  difficulty  is  being  experienced 
in  finding  suitable  sites  within  easy  reach  of  the  Urban  area. 

During  the  year  the  supply  of  covering  material  was  maintained  from 
road  works  and  the  demolition  of  properties  under  the  Slum  Clarence 
Scheme , 


Salvage , 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags 
has  been  maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  separated  and 
salvaged  but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered.

together  with  4  other  houses  almost  completed,  A  further  Contract  for 
11  bungalows  and  8  flats  was  prepared  and  put  in  hand  in  respect  of  the 
Elm  Road  site* 


During  the  year  20  housing  units  of  new  and  existing  dwelling 
accommodation  were  again  provided  for  slum  clearance  purposes.  Site 
works  have  continued  on  one  private  housing  estate  in  the  area.  This 
estate  has  a  potential  value  of  38  housing  units,  five  of  which  have 
been  constructed  and  occupied. 

Application  for  Improvement  Grants  continue  to  be  made  and  are 
granted  by  the  Authority,  This  scheme  appears  only  to  attract  owner/ 
occupiers  for  the  most  part.

9*  Overcrowding  and  rehousing. 

Allocation  of  new  units  have  been  primarily  made  for  slum 
clearance  tenants  and  the  remaining  new  units  have  been  allocated 
under  the  points  system.  16  Council  houses  became  vacant  during 
the  year  and  these  were  re-allocated  mainly  under  the  points  system. 

10.  Moveable  Dwellings. 

Two  areas  of  land  were  again  used  without  consent  for  the  parking 
of  caravans.  The  sites  were  eventually  cleared  by  informal  action. 

Private  canal  cruising  boats  are  hired  out  for  holiday  travel  by 
a  Stone  Company.  A  fair  number  of  pleasure  craft  now  use  the  Trent  and 
Mersey  Canal  during  the  summer. 

11  •  Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises. 

Visits  were  made  to  5  dirty  houses  and  the  necessary  instructions 
and  advice  given  to  secure  their  cleansing. 

12*  Rodent  Control. 

One  treatment  was  carried  out  to  the  sewer  system  of  the  town,  only 
a  minor  infestation  being  found.  Regular  treatment  of  the  refuse  tip  and 
other  surface  installations  has  been  carried  out.

Considerable  effort  was  made  to  visit  all  factories  not  already 
provided  with  a  Certificate  of  Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire  under 
Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  At  the  end  of  the  year  only  two 
factories  had  not  been  supplied  with  these  Certificates. 

15*.  Smoke  Abatement. 

The  general  response  and  co-operation  of  industry  within  the  Urban 
area  has  been  good.  One  firm  has  commenced  a  conversion  scheme  from 
coal  fired  to  gas  fired  kilns  and  so  far  two  kilns  have  been  converted* 

One  informal  notice  was  abated. 

Considerable  nuisance  is  frequently  experienced  from  grit  and  ash 
emissions  from  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board*  s  Meaford 
Power  Station  situated  in  the  adjoining  Rural  district.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council  have  pursued  this  matter  with  the 
Board  but  so  far  the  nuisance  remains  unabated, 

16.  Shops  Act. 

Regular  visits  to  shops  in  the  area,  have  been  maintained, 

70  inspections  were  carried  out.  A  separate  Shops  Act  Report  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Council, 

17*  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  annual  licences  for  three  private  slaughterhouses  were  renewed 
and  various  improvements  have  been  carried  out.  Regular  meat  inspection 
is  carried  out  at  these  slaughterhouses.  The  meat  produced  is  retailed 
in  three  private  Butchers*  Shops,  The  remaining  shops  have  their  meat 
supplies  delivered  from  adjoining  areas. 

/ill  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  as  soon  as  possible.  Their 
quality  is  generally  very  good.

8  beef  cattle  were  found  to  be  infected  with  this  parasite. 

Bovine  livers  v/ere  found  to  be  much  affected  by  Fascioliasis  and 
represent  almost  all  of  the  offal  found  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  number  of  animals  infected  with  Tuberculosis  was  again  lov/, 
only  1  pig  being  infected  with  generalised  Tuberculosis. 

All  meat  surrendered  as  unfit  is  coloured  green  and  either 
forwarded  for  animal  feeding  products  or  destroyed  at  the  refuse  tip. 
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Details  of  carcases  and  offal  inspected  and  condemned  in  whole  or  in  part  are  shown  in 

the  following  table.
